ModUatlQff an Antarctic KxpMluio** 
Whether he hopes to reach the South 


Pole or not, Baron Nordenakjold, the 
eminent SwedUh explorer, is mediut- 
img an Antarctic expedition. His part 
achievements warrant the erpecUtioa 
thai his plans will be carried out. He 
expresses himself as confident that he 
will reach a point farther south than 
has yet been reached, providing that 
he can get a supply of coal to insure 
bis steamer in th« melancholy waste of 
waters within the Antarctic circle. 
The Baron expects t» be absent a year 
and a half on his expedition, during 
which he will pursue scientific observa- 
tions. For this task he is well quali- 
fied. His taste for scientific Inquiry is 
natural, inherited from his ancestors, 
and has been the subject of incessant 
cultivation. 


Adolf Eric Nordenskjold was born at 


Hclsingfors on November 18, 1832 
His father was chief of the Finland 
Mining Department. Early in his life 
it was observed that the lad cared 
more for practical than theoretical 
learning. He was educated at Borgo 
and the University of Helsingfors. His 
attention to scientific pursuits was the 
marked feature of his university career, 
as it had been of his earlier life. He 
spent his vacations in excursions^ to 
the rich mineral localities of Fin- 
land 
At Helsingfors Nordenskjold 


was 
appointed 
director 
of 
the 


faculty of mathematics and phys- 
ios, an office from which he was 
removed in 1855. In 1858 he became 
Mineralogist lit Stockholm. His first 
experience as explorer was. in 1859, 
when he accompanied Torell on his 
expedition. 
Upon his return he was 


nominated director of Riks Museum. 
In 1861 he went to Spitsbergen with 
Torell. Three years later he headed 
the expedition which successfully com- 
pleted the measurement and mapped 
the southern part of Spitsbergen. The 
Nordpnskjold expedition in 1868 com- 
pleted observations which accurately 
IKed the position of that land, and at- 
tained the latitude of 81 degrees and 
4H minutes, which has only twice been 
exceeded. In 1870 the explorer made 
a si ientiiic tour of Greenland. Expe- 
ditions led by him in 1872 and 1875 
were succeeded by the most important 
of his enterprises thus far. This was 
undertaken in 1878 for the purpose of 
eipluiing the North Polar Sea from 
the mouth ot the Yenesei east to Behr- 
ing Strait Nordenskjold left Gothen- 
burg In July, 1878, and reached Yoka- 
hama in September, 1879 
As resulu 


of this brilliant achievement he an- 
nounced the opinions that communica- 
tion by sea for commercial purposes is 
practicable between Europe »nd the 
Obi-Yenesei; also that the voyage from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, in the Site- 
nan Sea, can be done, but would be 
useless to commerce; and that farther 
exploration is necessary to determine 
whether sea communication between 
the Pacific and the mouth of the L«n» 
can be established. 


In April, 1880, Nordenakjold wa» 


created a Baron. 
He has been the 


recipient of distinguished honors from 
learned societies in his own and other 
countries.—Chtcago Inter Ocean

posse came up under cover of the brush 
behind the hotel and immediately opened 
fire upon the building 
The house was 


soon surrounded, but at something of a 
distance, as none of the sheriff's men 
cared to get within range of the deadly 
guns the Tollivers knew so well how to

Story of the Bloody 


by Otho HiU. 


The Charles Harrah murder trial is 


progressing rapidly in the circuit court 
before Judge Hughea and the jury. Har- 
rah is on trial for his life, charged with 
having killed Alonzo HiU at Macon. Af- 
ter receiving the atab Hill died in 14 
days. The most important testimony of 
the trial is that of Otho Hill, brother of 
the deceased. 


OTHO HILL'S TESTMomr. 


Otho Hill, brother of the murdered 


man, 
whose joking sally caused the fight, 


was on the-stand yesterday afternoon. 
On the direct eiamination he testified as 
follows: Alonzo Hill was 23 years of age 
and weighed 135 pounds. He was a small 
man. 
I remember the fight at Macon, 


111., which occurred on the afternoon of 
Dec. 24,1886. I saw Will Allinson and 
Charles Harrah in a sleigh; I hallowed 
"Caw" at them as they went by; have 
known and had been friendly with both 
7 or 8 years; "caw" was a by-word among 
the boys at Macon, and do not know that 
it meant anything; I made the call in a 
friendly manner. Hnrrah and Allinson 
were absent about 5 minutes when I saw 
them again. Allinson came up to me as 
I was looking into a store window. Al- 
linson as he nime up said: "Hill, what in 
the h- 1 did you mean by hallowing at 
me?" and pulling off his coat at the same 
lime, lie came at me nnd I struck him 
twice and threw him down, when Mr. 
Patterson came up and parted us. I had 
pulled otT m> coat, and had given it to 
.Twines Epler. 1 then went to the drug 
store corner. Harrah was standing not 
far awuy, about 12 feet distant. Harrah 
said AliiiiBon could whip me. I said he 
could not. T said Allinson could not 
whip a baby, and Allinson said I couldn't 
whip u dog. Hurrah said: "Allinson can 
whip yon;" and lie added, "I can whip 
any two d-d Hills thtit wulk the earth. 
I then went into the drug store, lit a 
cigarette and went to Webb's and cunie 
buck up street. 
I next saw Harrah near 


Webb's nhiew in Welch's barber shop. I 
i'a place in Welch's barber shop, 


went into the front room, but had no 
words with Harrah who wua in the back 
room. I bought some cuudy, then went 
buck to the drug store, I met Alonzo on 
the street ufter the light and told him 
that Harrah had said that he could whip 
any two d - d Hills that walked Ihe 
earth. We then separated, t had no 
talk with Hurrah, t was at the Ophonse 
store when Harrah came to the door to 
aak if he could get two stalls at his stable 
for horses. 1 still sat in the store. Alonzo 
then came to the door and said to me: 
"Otho, Harrah is outside and says he 
wants to whin two Hills." I got up and 
went out, and saw Harrah on the side- 
walk with his coat, vest and hat off. 
Alonzo wus standing close by. Lon was 
taking off hia coat and vest. Did not 
notice anyone else about. Hurrah was 
within three feet of Alonzo. I saw u 
knife in Hurrah's right hand us I came 
out of the door. It wns u small knife 
nnd it was open. There was no motion 
miide toward Harrab. As I came out I 
said, "Charley, I am here;" and Alonzo 
suid, "Charley, put up your knife and 
fight like u man." .Harrah replied by

Harrah made no 
more cuts, as I held his right hand with 
both hands until the struggle was over. 
I miid to f uin, "Give it U> him," and Lon 
si ruck Harruh several times after the de- 
feudant was thrown down by Lon. Lon 
struck ut Harrali with his lists und kicked 
him in the breast. The fight ended when 
Nnme Hill (a brother) pulled Lon off. I 
wus Blabbed in one pluce in the side, and 
received two cuts nine inches in length 
also in my side. 1 had a total of ten cuts 
inflicted by Harrah. I saw Alonzo after 
the flght. 1 went into a barbershop and 
met Dr. 8lurgis. I went to his office and 
hud my cuts dressed. I WBB oarried home 
from the doctor's office. Alonzo was 
taken to Dr. Mattel's office, over 8. O. 
Washburn's store. Alonzo was exit in 
two places—in the side and in the neck. 
(Witness identified clothing worn by 
himself and brother with cuts inflicted 
by Harrah.) Lon was brought home on 
Christmas day on a cot. I saw him that 
evening. He was in bed, and was helped 
out of bed once, and died on January 
8th. I wus well ncquainted with Alonzo, 
and his health was good. Dr. Sturgis, of 
Macon, and Dr. W. P. Buck, of Moawe- 
ciua, attended Alonzo. Buck visited him 
twice. Dr. Sturgis was ,it the house 
every day and sometimes twice a day. 
Harrah did not answer a word when Lon 
said, "Charley, put up your knife and 
flght like n man." He answered by sink- 
ing Lon. There was no trouble between 
Harrali and myself, and no trouble with 
Alonzo, eicept that Harrah had Lon ar- 
rested once on a charge of disturbing a 
temperance meeting. Lon was cleared 
at the trial and Hurrah got mad about it. 


The rigid cross-examination by Mr. 


Buckingham did not weaken the testi- 
mony. 


George Hackett, William Hteele, Rob- 


ert Patterson, William and Joseph New- 
sham told what, they knew of the first 
fight. Joseph Johnson heard Harrah say 
after the first tight that he coul.l whip 
any two Hills that lived, and Dr. W. W.
